The  Wild  defeated  the  Capitals  7-3  at  Cowichan  Community  Centre  in  October.  Wenatchee  has  won  each  of  the  last  seven 
regular  season  games  against  the  Capitals.

Valley  goaltender  Zach  Borgiel  is  19-8-3  with  a  2.79  GAA  and  .911  save  percentage.
